The demands for paved roads come 
largely from the cities, although the 
farmers carry the bulk of tho burden 
of taxation. This is the chief cause 
of unrest and discontent among the 
agrarian class. Winter wheat in the 
Walla Walla valley ig standing about 
three inches high and spreads like a 
carpet over the countryside. Wheat 
prices run about six cents higher than 
on thig side. The grain from that 
part of Washington is marketed 
through Portland. The farmers are 
not getting any more assistance from 
the banks than they are on this side 
of the line, and they have a struggle 
to carry on. “Our Alberta farmers 
do not know when they are well off.

MORE CROP REPORTS 


A few days ago we received the 
threshing report of Ed. Schmidt & 
Sons who operated a threshing outfit 
nine miles southwest of the city. They 
report the following results of the 
nine jobs they had for the season: 
total number of bushels threshed, of 
different kinds of grain 48,874. Of 
this amount 9,245 bushelg were wheat, 
14,249 bushels of barley, 25,380 bush- 
els of oats. The best yields are on 
the following farms: Ed. Schmidt, 
wheat, 47 bushels to the acre; Her- 
man Stroschein, 65 bushels of barley 
per acre, and Wm. Bolt, 81 bushels of 
oats to the acre. The grain was all of 
good quality and in good condition. 

C. A. Palmer, who resides four miles 
east of Millet, informed The Times 
recently that he threshed over 4000 
bushels of grain off 59 acres, as fol- 
lows: 1250 bushelg of wheat from 24 
acres; 2400 bushels of oats from 24 
acres, and 600 bushels of barley from 
11 acres. 

A short time ago, the threshing 
machine of M, W. Reeves put through 
445 bushels of barley off five acres 
on the farm of Herbert Miller.of the 
Angus Ridge district. This is 89 
bushels to tho acre.

wright from a sand 2019 to 2036 feet 
deep. Several wells have been drill- 
ed in this general vicinity with the 
result that gas has been found | in 
considerable quantities at several 
places and the outlook is favorable 
for further exploration. 

As far as known the regional struc- 
ture is a terrace, that is, a flattening 
of the general southwest dip over a 
considerable area. This produces. a 
condition favorable to accumulations 
of oil and gas. It is also probable 
lthat minor structures, such as small 
|comes or folds superimposed on the 
terrace tructure, account for the local- 
ization of the oil and gas into com- 
mercial pools. The edges of the ter 
race structure are not well defined, 

lin fact not enough data are at hand 
{from field work to do more than 
‘roughly outline the terrace; but from 
| present information it is thought the 
lyestern edge of the terrace extends 
northwestward from the vicinity of 
| Hardisty to near Viking, where it 
i turns more to the north. From Harda- 
listy it probably extends southeaster- 
ily. Wainwright would thus be on the 
terrace at some distance from the 
1 western edge.

' 000,000 cubit feet of gas was obtained 
and a small acount of oil was present 
| which the escaping gas sprayed over 
| the derrick, giving rise to reports at

Deeper drilling encountered water. 

At Irma the Gratton Creek Oil Co. 
drilled a hole on 7-45-8-W4. At a depth 
of 1620 feet 500,000 cubic feet of gas 
was struck under pressure of 500 Ibs, 

The gas field at Viking is well 
known, there being a number of wells 
with varying but large supplies of 
‘gas. It is thought there are two gas 
‘horizons, one at about 2150 feet and 
| the other approxmately 2350 feet. 
|The upper horizon gives the larger 
flow of gas. The structure in this 
field is supposed to be a minor dome- 
like fold on the terrace, which would 
explain the concentration. 

At Vegreville a well drilled to a 
depth of 2000 feet found gas at 1360! 
feet, amounting, according to reports, | 
to 225,000 cubic feet. A little gas 
also came from a depth of 1870 feet. 
, In a well drilled at Birch Lake on 
‘Section 14-50-12-W4, gas was found in 
a sand at a depth of 402 feet, the 
amount being 300,000 cubic feet. At a 
depth of 2018 feet 500,000 cubic feet 
were obtained,
